The assassin was immediately arrest- 
ed. Ho is a ncapolitan and gives the 
name of Rinalda, but it is behoved that 
this is an assumed name, and that his 
real name is Michelo Angino Golli. 

The murderer declares that he killed 
Senor Canovas "in accomplishment of 
a jnst vengeance" and that the deed is 
the outcome of avast anarchist con- 
spiracy. He is believed to havo arrived 
at Santa Agueda the same day aa the 
premier, and he was frequently eeou 
lurking in the passage, of the bathing 
establishment in a suspicious manner.

Extreme unction was administered, 
•mid a scene of mingled sorrow and In- 
dignation. 

The assassin narrowly escaped lynch- 
ing at the hands of tho waiters and 
attendants, who rushed forward. De- 
tectives and civil guards immediately 
secured him. He was very pale, trem- 
bled violently, and evidently feared 
that he would be killed on tho spot. He 
will be first arraigned before tho local 
magistrate at Vergara. 

The queen regent on hearing the sad 
news dispatched her own physlciau. 
Dr. Bustos, by a special train from San 
Sebastian. Later, on learning thai 
Cauovas was dead, she wired her oou- 
dolence to the widow. 

The queen regent and all the mem- 
bers of the cabinet will return at once. 
Her majesty has intrusted the presi- 
dency of the council to General Aioar- 
ragu, minister of war, and the cortes 
will be summoned to reassemble on 
Tuesday. 

The greatest excitement and indigna- 
tion prevails among all cissies. All the 
members of the diplomatic corns have 
expressed their sympathy with the gov- 
ernment. Many senators, deputies ami 
generals, while expressing their grief 
and indignation, have ottered to render 
to the government all thu assistance in 
their power. 

Seuor Antonio Uanovas Del Castillo, 
according to the dietiounaire universal 
Ukm Couteuipuriiius, was born at Mala- 
ga, Feb. 8, 18*8 He took the course in 
philosophy and law in the university of 
Madrid and began lu» < an er as a Jour- 
nalist. Ill 1 85 1 he iiia.li' Ins debut, un 
der the patr.nago of Senors Kios, Rosas 
and Pa-die. ... as chief .ditor of the 
Patriu, in w.neh he defended conserva- 
tives ideas. About this time he pub- 
lished a volume of lyric poems and a 
series of historical papers. He was in 
doubt whether to follow a literal > or 
political career, but soon found himself 
turned to politics by thu course of 
events. In 1852 he was named deputy 
for Malaga, and from that time until 
his death bxd novcr ceased to occupy a 
seat in tho cortes in I Mm he was charge 
d'affaires a' Home and prepared the 
historical w uiioran.luiu on the relations 
of Spain with the holy see which 
served as a basis for the Concordat.

This was repeated by the 
landlady, and then the latter threw 
around Mrs. Veth a large quilt from 
one of her beds aud the flames were 
snbdned.

Mr. Veth was 
taken to the same hospital. His hands 
and arms are severely burned, and his 
hair and eyebrows singed.

These women have been working as- 
sidiously during tho past week and se- 
cured the promise of the wives of the 
working miners to attend the meeting 
and bring their husbands.

The New Gold Fever.

It seems to be true that important d> - 
posits of gold have been discovered in 
tbe beds of the small streams at the 
head waters of the Yukon River, Alaska. 
Mineis Imve come from there with nug- 
gets and gild dust amounting to $1,000,- 
100 or more, and as they weut to Alaska 
with littlo money it is supposed that 
there will he a new scramble to a new 
El Dorado. For the adventurous such a 
chance to gain sudden wealth is always 
attractive. There is n nisji to the d g- 
gingsof yourg and stalwart manhood, 
ready to take all risks lor a share in the 
golden reward. The story of opening 
the California placer mines iB one of 
many hardships and tremendous labor, 
though in geographical sense they were 
quite accessible aud favorably located as 
to climate. By far the largjr number 
of Calafornia miners were disappointed 
in the eventual result of their hard work 
as argonauts. Many died or were brok-

id greater resources than gold, and to 

Gold at the headwaters of the Yukon 
a di Heron t matter f om gold in the 
sunny and fruitful valleys where the 
40era wrestled with fortune. Tue Klou- 
dyke diggings are in a remote arctic waste, 
where winter lasts nine months, aud the 
soil will not grow a turnip. A journey 
of nearly a thousand milts is necessary 
after leaving the coast, with much tramm- 
ing over mountains where nothing but 
trail exists. All food must be trans- 
ported to the mines, aud at present con- 
sists chiefly of bacon and beans. Mos- 
quitoes are a terrible pist all through 
They kill even the bears after 
blinding them. Tbe go'd is more deep- 
ly covered than was the case in Californa, 
and the depth to which the ground ie 
Iroun greatly adds to the labor of get- 
ting down to the gold bearing stratum. 
A miner must spend several buudred 
dollars before reaching the diggings, and 
only a few months in tbe year are avail- 
able for travel and mining operation 
A robuat man with a capital of $1000 
might make tbe trip with reasonable 
precaution, and even he, in moat cases, 
mid regret having cut loose from the 
comfort* and opportunities of hi* for- 
mer home. 

But the multitude of eager gold-seeker* 
will not be prudent aud thoughtful men, 
provided with money to last through 
the 11 -at year. They will take all aorta 
of chances to get to tbe mines and to 
su'isist there. The climate wilt be new, 
l is no exaggeration to call it terri- 
No industries exist except to mine. 
Agriculture ia impossible. If gold is 
taken out rapidly better route* of travel 
will be opened to tbe mine* within a 
year or tao, but it ia quite likely that 
many of the venturesome class will 
starve next winter. The supply of food 
at best is limited at present, and those 
who have money to buy it can obtain no 
variety. Tale* of fearful suffering from 
Alaaka may be looked for before anoth- 
er twelve month roll* around. Never 
before have American* been lured to so 
inhospitable a region.

E. Fninee— Very few go over one 
milo. If pasturage is scarce, they will 
go six miles. 

Dr. J. P. B. Brown— They will go 
three uud four miles, but two miles is 
as far hm they usually go. 

J. A. Green — At a guess I should sny 
that not many would go over a milo if 
they could find au ubnndauoe nearer

Tho most commonly used fly net for 
horses is of leather and has rib* er 
strips running ulong tho bock with 
laces running crosswise, the ends hung- 
ing looso at the horse's side. The finest 
fly ne ts also arc of leather and uro made 
in the same manner, but of finer mate- 
rials aud fluish. Whilo tho laces of the 
jer nets are rather coarse iu size 
nud cut square, those of the costlier nets 
are fin and smooth and round. The 
cheaper nets are made to go from the 
collar to the tail nud sometimes from 
the curs to tho tail.

ral years and do good service, 
the Iowa Homestead it la told that these 
baled hay barns are not hard to boild. 
A foundation of lumber, rails, poll 
other suitable material is usually laid 
to keep the bottom course off the ground. 
It should be laid solidly so that it wi 
not yield under the weight. Tbe stab 
being a "makeshift" structure, tl 
material* for the foundation nsuall 
consist of what ono has at band, and 
good deal depends on tho ingenuity c 
the builder. 

When it is laid, tbe bales of hay c 
straw aro then laid on it in courses, th 
narrow way being the thickness of the 
wall. Wooden pins sharpened at both 
end* are inserted hulf way into t 
hales of the first course, and the seco 
course is laid on top of the first, breu 
iug joints as in bricklaying, the ott 
half of the pins being driven into t 
bales of the second course. The pi 
are, of course, iutondod to proveut t 
courses from slipping one off the oth. 
The joints are broken at tbe oorners 
that if. say, on a sonth wall the end of 
a wall is the end of a bale on the course 
be east and west walla on tbe secom 
ourso will lapovcr, "tying" the come 
agcthcr.

To test the Campbell method without 
special machinery Texa* Farm and 
Ranch gives the following instructions: 
Plow a good depth, not less than six 
inches— seven or eight inches is better. 
Then take a disk barrow, weight it 
heavily and set it straight. This is t 
slice and pulverize. After this take 
Havana drill aud load it with something 
heavy. Whoat in saoks will do very 
well. This is to pack the bottom of the 
soil. If yon havo no Havana drill, tho 
next best tool is au ordinary spike drag 
with teeth slanted back. Weight " 
well. For elrilliug small grain to 
cultivated uso any ordinary shoo drill, 
with shoes six, seven or eight inches 
apart. Set tbe drill to sow three pecks 
to the acre, then stop up two-thirds of 
tbe holes. Leave the first open at the 
end and every third one open after that. 
You will then sow ono peck to the acre, 
and your rows will bo far enough apart 
to cultivate nicely. You can make a 
cheap drng out of 3 by 4 scantling, us- 
ing sixtyprnny spikes for teeth. Moke 
your drag A shape and five inches nar-

Hero is about the way tho m 
Mauds. The crop to cat and put in the 
granary wonld oost at least 10 i 
per liushcl. In this shape it is unfit for 
stock feed aud most be ground. The 
cash charge for grinding here is 5 i 
per bushel, not to speak of tbe co 
time going to and from the mill. Here 
wo have an outlay of 1 5 cents per bushel 
before it is ready for stock feed. The 
expense of going to and from tho mill 
will raise the cost of the feed per bushel 
to one-half the present market quo- 
tations.
